I’ve slept in an old castle on 
the Rhine, a historic fort in south- 
ern France, in an old water mill, 
a country school house, a brewery, 
a houseboat in Holland, and even 
an old city jail. I wasn’t pretend- 
ing to be either Richard Hallibur- 
ton or a travelling tramp. I stayed 
in youth. hostels. 

SLEEP FOR TWO BITS 

An old castle in Héidelberg was 
converted into a youth hosiel be- 
cause it was the only empty build- 
ing available. And the same thing 
was done with the old city jail 
of Glasgow. The hosteler has a 
private cell to sleep in with a 
swinging steel gate. Youth hostel 
associations have little money and 
must use any old home, warehouse, 
school house, or building avail- 
able. That’s why the overnight 
charge is only 25 cents! 

The youth hostels or youth 
hotels originated in Germany a 
way back in 1911. They were the 
idea of a German professor who 
believed that every young person 
should have an opportunity to 
travel, to see his country and for- 
eign countries, and to become ac- 
quainted with youth of other na- 
tions. He started an organization 
to build shelters and simple camps 
in the countryside, so that young 
people could travel simply and 
cheaply. The idea grew in popu- 
larity until now there are over 
4500 hostels in 20 countries, in- 
cluding the United States. 

Over five million boys and girls
